RETAILERS GETTING NERVOUS 


With an overall firm makjng a pro¬ 
fit of $44,000 on a $60,000 capital, a 
shoe firm increasing a $9,000 capital 
to $88,000 in five years from profits, 
the refusal at the manager of another 
shoe firm to state the capitalization 
of the company he represents, the 
finding that clothing costs the con¬ 
sumer 100 per cent, more than pro¬ 
duction cost, government probers 
appear to have chased the high cost 
of living into a corner where it is 
beginning to show teeth, as, at the 
fifth annual convention of the Retail 
Merchants’ Association of Canada, the 
Commissions appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernment to enquire into the exorbi 
tant prices prevailing, came in for 
the strongest kind of condemnation 
at the hands of the president and 
secretary of that organization while 
the provincial president of the same 
body at St John’s was nothing loathe 
to express his opinion. They strenu¬ 
ously objected to the retail merchants 
being classed as profiteers and thiev¬ 
es and contended that the 40 to 50 
per cent, profit, which it has been 
stated some merchants are making, 
were the gross profits and did not al¬ 
low for overhead expenses. 

Yet ever since the Board of Com¬ 
merce commenced its sittings, Col 
W. H. Price, counsel for the Govern¬ 
ment has been trying to pin some one 
down to a definite statement when 
they spoke of “operating costs and 
overhead” as being so much in such 
and such a business. With Chas. F. 
Fell, at the Carhartt Hamilton Cotton 
Mills, Ltd., on the stand, he chased 
after the elusive definition, almost 
| had it and then lost it completely. 
According to the evidence in the Car¬ 
hartt case operating and overhead 
costs were $104 per day, made up 
chiefly of “unproductive labor.” "Un¬ 
productive labor” is another wild un 
intelligable term that no one seems 
particularly anxious to define. It 
may be said for those who are trying 
to throw sand in the eyes of the Gov¬ 
ernment Commissioners that they 
have scored a point, i. e., they have 
the Commisioners guessing, but, on 
the other hand it appears that those 
Commisioners are mighty shrewd 
guessers as evidenced by Commission 
er Murdock. 

“My guess,” said he, in relation to 
the Carhartt case, which firm manu¬ 
factures overalls and made a profit 
of $44,000 on $60,000 capital, “is that 
there is a dollar profit in every $1.74 
overhead expenses charged against a 
dozen pair of overalls.” 

And Col. W. H. Price is not less 
frank in discussing the situation ex¬ 
actly as he has found it, either, which 
is considerably more than can be 
said for a lot of previous Investiga¬ 
tors. In relation to the probe now 
being conducted at Toronto he said: 
“You will notice that the cost to the 
consumer is, in nearly every case, 100 
per cent, more than it costs to pro¬ 
duce the article." 

To bring the matter closer home 
there is the Calgary shoe man, N. H. 
Campbell, manager of the Baiden 
Shoe Company, a witness at the en¬ 
quiry being held under Sub-Commis¬ 
sioner Major Duncan Stewart, of the 
Board of Commerce, who backed into 
a corner, refused to divulge the ac¬ 
tual amount of capital invested in 
the business which he represents, and 
very reluctantly admitted that fte 
business made a complete turn-over 
twice a year. There is sui-ely a nig¬ 
ger in the woodpile when business in¬ 
terests cannot frankly and without 
hesitation answer any and all ques¬ 
tions put by the representatives of 
the government Their very attitude 
makes suspicion a certainty. 

Then there is the case of the Nickle 
Boot Shop of Calgary, incorporated 
five years ago with a $20,000 capita), 
of which $11,000 represented “good 
will”, described by D. A. McCannel 
chartered accountant, as “watered 
stock.” The actual investment in the 
business five years ago was $9,000; 
net capital invested up to Dec. 31. 

1918, $32,765.67; expected i&t profits 

1919, $19,000, which to say the least 
is either the evidence of a Napoleonic 
business acumen or substantial proof 
of extraordinary profits somewhere. 

And the natural conclusion inclines 
to the latter belief inawnuch as all 


these hard headed business men, when 
on the witness stand, appear unable 
to make a decisive statement, get 
their figures all twisted up when an 
expert accountant, who has had access 
to their books, confronts them with a 
complete knowledge of their business 
transactions, and manages to over¬ 
whelmingly confuse them with env- 
barrasdng qu^sfiond. The 'Govern¬ 
ment is certainly smoking out some 
mighty startling statements and we 
wouldn’t be a bit surprised to see a 
profiteer or tup lined up at the bar 
of justice one of these days.

Far beyond the expectation of the 
Empire and the world, Canada fought 
and strove and paid gallantly for five 
years.

The 
patriotic people whose ardor and en¬ 
ergy brought Canada into the sun¬ 
light are asked to keep the Dominion 
there by buying Bonds. The honor of 
the nation is involved in the success 
of the Loan. The people who .sup¬ 
ported the soldiers constantly while 
they were in Flanders will not fail in 
one particular to continue that sup¬ 
port until the men are re-established 
in profitable civilian occupations. 

Considering the achievement at 
this proud people, there is reason 
for | the belief that the success of this 
latest Victory Loan will be. instant 
and overwhelming.

TRADE WITH UNCLE SAM 

Five hundred American, industries 
have branches located in Canada. 
Eighty-one per cent, of all Canadian 
imports during 1918 came from the 
United States. The percentage of 
Canadian exports to the United States 
in 1918 was nine per cent, greater 
than that of 1917. This expansion 
was in such lines as pulp, paper, nic- 
kle and asbestos products. We pur¬ 
chase lavishly from and sell modest¬ 
ly to the great American republic. 

Canada is now facing a period 
which will test the mettle of this 
country severely. Greater production 
is what is needed to keep our people 
prosperous and contented. We must 
increase our export trade with the 
United States. 

NORWAY GOES DRY 

National prohibition has been adopt¬ 
ed in Norway following the vote at a 
general plebescite held on October 8. 
The country has been greatly excited 
over the question, and Premier Knud- 
sen announced that he would resign 
if prohibition failed of adoption. 

The measure applies only to whis¬ 
key, brandy and other strong liquors. 
Champagne and all other wines and 
beers are not at present affected al¬ 
though it is perhaps but the matter 
of a year at most until another pleb¬ 
iscite will place them in the discard. 
The law governing prohibition in the 
United States figures in the campaign 
to a considerable extent. 

Captain Andre Tardieu, represent¬ 
ing President Poincare, decorated 
Henry Morgantha, former American 
ambassdor to Turkey and head of the 
mission to Poland, as grand officer of 
the Legion of Honor in recognition of 
hie services to France before and dur¬ 
ing the war.

to prohibit tiie sale or control the 
distribution, but are powerless to 
control the source, i. e., the manufac¬ 
ture and importation, which has re¬ 
sulted in so much dissatisfaction with 
the existing order of things. 

Thus it is seen that the whole ques¬ 
tion of temperance is left entirely to 
the judgement of the voters, who 
shall declare their decision by pleb¬ 
iscite and that decision shall immed¬ 
iately become a law that will be en¬ 
forced not only by the Provincial 
but by the Dominion Government as 
well. Provincial rights are abso¬ 
lutely and scrupulously safeguarded. 
If any province has not advanced to 
that point where it appreciates the 
benefit derived from a dry condition 
it can be as wet as the fcean, or if 
it is considerate of the moral well be¬ 
ing of its sons and adughters it can 
become or remain dry, safe in the 
knowledge that the law will be en¬ 
forced with’ enough indisciminate vi¬ 
gor to make it unhealthy and unpro¬ 
fitable for those hardy spirits who 
would unwisely attempt to run coun¬ 
ter to the will of the majority. 

An amendment, which is another 
important step forward, gives to the 
dry province the power to take action 
against a distiller within its bound¬ 
aries who Is found guilty of manufac¬ 
turing for locil consumption in viola¬ 
tion of the provincial laws.

A third amendment provides that a 
liquor vendor in a wet province who 
ships liquor into a dry province may 
be tried for the offence in either the 
province into which the liquor was 
sent or in that province from which 
it wag. shipped. 

There is no doubt but that as long 
asJAhe manufacture of liquor is toler¬ 
ated a certain percentage, which will 
diminish as pressure against it be¬ 
comes stronger, will find its way into 
the dry territory, but these proposed 
bills are so much better than present 
laws in force that any province,wish¬ 
ing to remain on a par with other 
civilized countries, will not go wrong 
in emulating the example they have 
set in regard to alcohol, by declaring 
for this advanced legislation at the 
first opportunity.

HEARNLEIGH NOTES 


Winnipeg, Oct. 12.—“I ahull not 
s»y good-bye to. western Caned*, but 
only au revolrv” The Prince of Wales 
closed his tour of western Caned* 
here yesterday with these words at 
the end of a luncheon at which he en¬ 
tertained 290 guests from all parts of 
the west 

In his simple farewell speech the 
Prince expressed his affection for 
western Canada and its people, his 
admiration for the spirit of the land 
and his determination to come again 
when circumstances would permit 
Simplicity and earnestness formed 
the Prince’s words and when he sat 
down his guests broke out in a great 
roar of approval and encouragement 

“I think this western spirit must be 
very catching." the Prfies had said 
oi hi » »P«*cb, “at least 
I know I've caught it very badly. I 
feel so much at home here by this 
time that I want to have a permanent 
home among* the people of the west, 
a place where I can come sometimes 
end live for a while. To this end I 
recently purchased a small ranch in' 
southern Alberta and I shall look 
forward to developing it and making 
it my own.” 

"It is not only a real pleasure but 
a great privilege for me to entertain 
all at lunch today. I am very grate¬ 
ful to you all for coming, particularly 
as I know many of you have traveled 
a long way, and for giving me this 
last opportunity of addressing a re¬ 
presentative western gathering. I 
am very sorry indeed to be leaving 
the great west, but before going 1 
will try to describe the deep and last¬ 
ing impression which my first visit 
to the west has made on me. I am 
not an orator, so cannot adequately 
tell you how much the wonderful wel¬ 
comes which I have received through¬ 
out my journeys through the four 
western provinces have touched me 
and what they have meant to me. My 
welcomes in the capitals and big cit¬ 
ies were more than kind and enthus¬ 
iastic, but I have been particularly 
touched by the greetings accorded me 
at al lthe small stations through 
which I passed, where people have 
come miles to Bee me. I have had a 
wonderful and delightful three weeks 
in the wdst, and all these welcomes, 
all the hospitality and the kindnesees 
shown me make it impossible to for¬ 
get this first visit” 

"I cannot say which part of west¬ 
ern Canada has appealed to me most. 
I saw something of the wheat grow¬ 
ing country of Manitoba and Saskat¬ 
chewan; I traversed the vast prairieg; 
I spent 24 hours on a ranch in Alber¬ 
ta; I visited a fruit growing district 
in British Columbia, and was impress¬ 
ed by its massive mountains, great 
forests and rivers. I have been de-’ 
lighted with what I have seen, hut 
regret that I have not had time to 
penetrate into this wonderful land or 
see enough of everything, which I 
hope to do the next time I am in 
Canacfc.” 

“But besides all this, the atmoa-' 
phere of western Canada appeals to 
me intensely—the free, vigorous, 
hopeful spirit of westerners not only 
inspires me, but makes me feel hap¬ 
py and at home. I think the western 
spirit is very catching; anyhow, I 
know I have caught it, and I leave 
you all feeling a westerner or as 
much a westerner as it Is possible 
for me to become in the slum space 
of three weeks. I want you to> recip¬ 
rocate thin feeling of mine, *and I 
shall return to the old country feel¬ 
ing that the western provinces are 
going to play a very important part 
in the future history of the British 
Empire, and that they egrry corre¬ 
spondingly greater responsibilities. 
In the west you have an absolutely 
new country in the making, and a 
splendid population to assimilate, 
which means amazing possibilities as 
regards progress and developments. 
As trustees of British institutions in 
the northwest of this great continent, 
the line of development (hat you take 
will Influenqp the future destinies of 
the British commonwealth enormous¬ 
ly. It is a great responsibility, but 
it need not weigh heavily upon you, 
as with your free and vigorous spirit 
you are fully equal to it” 

The four western provinces played 
as important a part in the great war 
as all other provinces of Canada nd 
the other Dominions of the Empire, 
but despite the fact that we won the 
war it nas left a great social, econo¬ 
mic and political problem behind it, 
and Britishers have got to put their 
shoulders to tire wheel in the Empire 
to solve these problems successfully, 
but I know you are doing this in west¬ 
ern Canada, and the splendid deter¬ 
mined spirit by which we won the war 
will carry us successfully though the 
critical times in which we now live. 
We may not see our way quite clear¬ 
ly now, but we will find a way 
through as we have always done in 
the past.” 

“You have your own problems to 
deal with in tire west, arid I am so 
closely interested in them all that 1 
want to go west whenever I can and 
to share the life of this great west¬ 
ern community as much ascircum- 
stances will allow. I want to feel I 
have a home In the west, and to give 
the little help I can to the develop¬ 
ment of the whole country. With 
this end in view, I have now made 
recommendations to purchase a anall 
ranch in Alberta.” _ 

“This vast western country is the 
youngest part of the great Canadian 
nation, just as the Dominion is one 
of the youngest and most important 
pillars of the Empire. We areall 
joined together in one great British 
commonwealth, the freedom which 
we enjoy in every part is a noble in¬ 
heritance of the past, strengthened 
and enhanced by our united and vic¬ 
torious efforts in the great war. I

PERCHERONS FOR BRITAIN 


Considerable interest was evinced 
by horsemen throughout the district 
in the shipment of Percherons made 
(rom High River on Saturday last 
from the Bar- U Ranch. The animal? 
were selected from Mr. Lane’s herd of 
pure bredis by Messrs. Carlyle and 
Fleming and they are being shipped 
to England to prominent men of that 
country. There -were twenty-foui 
mares and four stallions for shipment 
to England, twelve more were for 
shipment to Montreal to Mr. John In- 
nes, an outstanding horsebreeder oi 
Quebec. Besides the above there wa? 
also a shipment made from George 
Lane & Cos. farm at Namaka of pure- 
breds which brought the total up to 
seventy head. This constitutes the 
largest shipment of Percherons ever 
made from Canada and High River 
will gain a great deal owing to the 
fact that these horses were bred and 
raised at the Bar U and are being 
sought by prominent breeders in the 
British Isles. Amongst the bunch 
shipped from here were three of the 
geldings that formed the famous six 
horse teams that won distinction in 
Canada and in the United States at 
various provincial and state exhibi¬ 
tions. Also in the shipment were 
mares that won championships at all 
the Western Canada Fairs and among 
the fillies were futurity winners, ev¬ 
ery one being of the very best quality 


and conformation. There were also 
four stallions, Paragon, Perfection, 
Pershing and Orlando, the first three 
named being the year olds and were 
recognized wherever shown as horses 
of great merit. 

We are informed that these horses 
when they arive in England will be 
distributed among such noted men as 
Lord Minto, Sir Alexander Parker, 
Sir Henry Hoare, Robert Parker and 
others. 

Recently while Colonel Henderson, 
A. D. C. for the Governor General, 
was at the Bar-U with the Prince of 
Wales, he selected two mares, the 
Pride of Pekisko, grand champion 
mare at Brandon in 1919, and a full 
sister, one year older, which were a- 
mong the number shipped. He also 
bought a stallion and a mare fi^m 
George Lane,s private herd at Nama¬ 
ka. These colts were sired by such 
famous horses s Halifax, Pinson and 
Americane, and they were all bred 
and raised in Alberta by Georg* Lane 
& Co. 

Mr. W. L. Carlyle, who will super¬ 
intend the shipment and make distrib¬ 
ution upon arrival in England, hats 
left for the ert. Mesrs Fred Andrews 
Alex. Pollock and Allen Gra,.am will 
be in charge of the shipment. 

Mr. Lane contemplates bringing 
back from England shbrt-horn bulls 
and pure bred sheep. 

Lord Minto will visit the Bar, U 
Ranch in the near future to look after 
some more purchases of Percherons 
for shipment to England. He was 
here several months ago.
